The application has been amended as follows: 

In claims 1 and 2, please replace “obtainable by” with “obtained by”. 

2. This amendment clarifies that the claimed polyestersiloxane acrylate must be 
made by reacting the components recited. 

3. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claims are neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. The Examiner could find no 
teaching of the reaction product of the three reactants as claimed. In addition, while the 
Examiner found various reaction products of I) and II) and of III) and II) she simply could 
find no suggestion or motivation to combine the three. Certainly in hindsight, one could 
argue that it would have been obvious to include a known polyurethane reactant (such 
as I)) in another polyurethane composition (such as the reaction between II) and III)) but 
in lack of any specific motivation to do so such obviousness would be based upon 
impermissible hindsight. 

Okazaki and Mizutani et al. both teach polyester acrylates of formula (II). These 
references prepare polyacrylate polyols prior to any reaction with an isocyanate or poly- 
siloxane. This will result in a completely different product and provides no motivation, 
alone or in combination, to prepare the reaction product as claimed. 

Friedlander et al., Leo and Kim et al. exemplify siloxane urethane acrylates, but 
fail to teach or suggest a reaction with a polyester acrylate of formula (II). 

On the other hand, Watson, Jr. and Chang exemplify polyurethanes that contain 
the reactant of formula (II) but do not teach or suggest a siloxane reactant. 
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In view of the numerous ways in which one can adjust or modify the properties of 
a polyurethane, there simply is no motivation to select the three specific reactants as 
claimed in the preparation of a polyestersiloxane acrylate.
